awarded at a special meeting of the 
■ board of education, Thursday even- 
• ing. 
Everett and Overdeer. 
Lancaster, 
were awarded the contract for the 
heating, at a bid of $17,095; A. It. 
Levan, Gettysburg, was 
given the 
contract for the plumbing, at a bid 
of $2600, and the A. G. Crunkleton 
Electric Company, Greencastle, was 
awarded the wiring contract, the bid 
being $1785. 
There were six bidders for the heat­ 
ing contract, none of them local firms, 
and the high bid was submitted by 
George E. Motter and Sons, York, 
whose figure was $28,100. Other con­ 
tractors for the heating contract, and 
their bids were J. H. Bowman, Har­ 
risburg, $18,790; Lindemuth Engineer­ 
ing Company, York, $20*977; W. B. 
Freshee Company, Harrisburg, $19,- 
585, and Chambersburg Construction 
Company, Chambersburg, $23,820. 
Two Bids Discarded 
Bids were submitted by two Phila­ 
delphia concerns for the heating con­ 
tract, but neither bid was according 
to specification, and neither’s offer 
was accompanied by a certified check 
as evidence of good faith, and both 
were rejected, although their bids 
were lower than that of the success­ 
ful bidder. 
The concerns wert tho 
American Heating Company and tho 
National 
Heating 
and 
Ventilation 
Company. 
While Mr. Levan submitted the low 
bid for the installation of the plumb­ 
ing, another Gettysburg contractor. 
William D. Armor, 
submitted 
the 
highest bid, his quotation being $4300. 
There were five bidders on tho plumb­ 
ing contract and the bids of the other 
three were Leo T. English, Harris­ 
burg, $3085; J. H. Bowman. Harris­ 
burg, $2985, and Evans and Overdeer, 
Harrisburg, $2800. 
Two Local Firms Bid 
Six firms and individuals offered 
bids for the wiring contract, which 
was awarded to the Greencastle com­ 
pany.

Cleaning Spark Pings 
Few car owners “enjoy” disassembling 
spark plugs and laboriously removing 
carbon particles with a knife and scraper. 
A good method of doing this is as fol­ 
lows: Immerse the plugs in a fruit jar, 
partly filled with muriatic acid; the 
length of the bath may be from IO minutes 
to an bour, depending on the strength of 
the acid and the condition of the plugs. 
Afterward, wash the plup in water. 
Heat treatment is another good meth­ 
od of cleaning spark plugs. The plug is 
taken apart and the porcelains are placed 
in a hot lye bath, a saturated solution 
being used. The shells are placed in a 
fire, heated almost red and are then 
plunged in cold water.
